HYBRID CORN PRODUCES WELL 
IN GILBERT RANCH EXPERIMENT 


Production of up to 12 tons 
per acre of silage is reported from 
a six-acre plot of midwestern hy- 
brid corn, being cut this week 
at the M. L. and C. A. Gilbert 
dairy farm ‘northwest of Porter- 
ville. Nine varieties were grown 
on the test plot. 

The corn was set in marked 
rows, the various varieties com- 
ing from the Yellow Dent strain, 
being designated at present by 
numbers.

1, Demand for farm products 
is likely to continue strong thru 
1949, but at a somewhat lower 
level than in 1948, : 

2. Prices received by farmers 
and cash receipts from farm mar- 
ketings may average about 10 
percent below the 1948 record. 

3. Farmers’ production costs are 
likely to be slightly smaller than 
in 1948, ee “i 

4, Realized net income of farm 
operators will be down more-than 
cash receipts but this decline will 
be offse in part by lower rural 
living costs. 

Price Decline 

Farmers’ prices began to decline 
earlier and have dropped farther 
than those for most ‘other com- 
modities. The index of prices re- 
ceived by farmers in April was 
down 15 percent from peak reach- 
ed in January 1948. Berring a 
severe drought;;the postwar peak 
in farmers’ prices has been passed. 
* Prices paid. by farmers includ- 
ing interest and taxes reached a 

‘peak -in.. January 1948, changed 
little tlie first nine months of the 
year, have since dropped 2 per- 
cent. 

Teveling Off 

Price trends during the last 15 
months reflect the leveling off of 
economic activity and the easing 
of inflationary pressures. The tre- 
mendous demand for most types of 
consumer goods seems to be slack- 
ening. Backlog demands that car- 
ried over from the war years have 
largely disappeared. Recently, sav- 
ings by consumers have increased. 
It all adds up to the likelihood 
of further declines in industrial 
production, prices, and consumer 
incomes. 

This would mean a-.weaker de- 
mand for farm products than in 
1948. Furthermore, prospects ear- 
ly this spring indicated that 1949 
agricultural production again will 
be large unless we have a drought. 
The carryover from 1948 produc- 
tion is the biggest since the end 
of the war. Weaker demand and 
large supplies are likely to mean 
some further declines in prices of 
farm products.

A sharp, over-all decline in 
price is not expected, however. 
Support prices will be near last 
year’s levels for the basic crops. 
Livestock prices already have 
made a-substantial drop and are 
now more in line with usual re- 
lationships with consumer income. 

. No Sharp Drop 

A sharp drop in the general lev- 
el of economic activity also does 
not seem to be in the picture. De- 
spite some declines, outlays by 
business for new plant and equip- 
ment and private spending for 
housing ‘will continue large. Fed- 
eral, state, and local governments 
are likely to spend more than last 
year. Consumer incomes are like- 
ly to continue to support larger 
consumer spending than in any 
year before 1948. 

Foreign takings of United States 
farm products probably will con- 
tinue large.

Although much damage 
has been done from ravages of 
these pests, crop losses would have 
been much more serious except 
for the vigilance of the farmers. 

The armyworm hazard is not 
yet past. Many alfalfa fields have 
not yet been mowed, and migra- 
tions of worms from most of these 
fields may be expected. Normally, 
worms continue to move out of 
alfalfa fields for 3 or 4 days after

ity due to hot weather weather 
have been received by his office 
during recent weeks. 

Mr. Rooney also points out that 
ventilation is highly important in 
hot weather, particularly at floor 
level or where birds are roosting. 
Shade to keep out direct sunshine 
is also important. 

The type of roofing and its 
distance above the birds should be 
considered, Aluminum reflects 
about 90 per cent of the sun’s 
heat while galvanized iron re- 
flects- about 20 per cent. Birds 
on wire are more susceptible to 
heat since they are sometimes 
closer to the roof. Also, they do 
not have the advantage of digging 
into the litter next to a cool con- 
crete floor to loose heat by con- 
duction. 

If no sprinkler system is in use 
when heat becomes serious a hose 
and nozzle may be used to wet 
down the birds and litter. Birds 
which have been overcome are 
best revived by dipping them in 
cold water. Drinking water should 
always be available for birds and 
possibly some shallow pans of 
water for hens to wade in. 

Research work by Dr. W. O. 
Wilson of the University of Cali- 
fornia college of agriculture in- 
dicates that some hens die when 
temperature remains 100 degrees 
F. for eight hours and that many 
die when the temperature remains 
105 degrees for four hours. 

High temperature also causes 
decreased egg production and 
emaller eggs. On Dr. Wilson’s 
experiments, continuous exposure 
to 90 degrees F. caused a decline 
in egg production of many breeds. 
White Leghorns did not show a 
decline until the temperature was 
set at 100 degrees.

the beginning of a new phase of agricultural development in the 
southern valley area; it is possible that it marks the beginning 
of a greater water development program than is not even visual- 
ized at this time. 

In the early days, farmers depended only upon rain to pro- 
duce crops in the southern San Joaquin. Then it was ditches, to 
utilize river water. Later came wells and now, the fourth step— 
irrigation through the medium of a giant project that takes water 
from ‘where it is available and puts it where it is needed. 

“So we say that regardless of the politics involved, regardless 
of personal opinions of policies and practices in connection with 
the Central Valley project, a great historical event took place last 
Saturday at Friant.
